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colled rays at equal diftances, he will find how much he is 
miftaken, and that I have not been extravagmt,as he imaging 
in preferring Reflexions. And as for what he lays of the diffi- 
culty of the praxis, I know it is very difficult, and by thofe 
ways which he attempted it I believe it unpra&icable. But 
there is a way insinuated in the Tranfa&ions pdg.3080.by which 
it is net improbable but that as much may be done inlargeTe- 
lefcopes, as I have thereby done in fhort ones, but yet not 
without more then ordinary diligence and curiofity. 
A Relation from Dantzick, about an oddeffe& of Thunder and 
Lightning upon Wheat and Rye in the Granaries of that City 5 
communicated in aLetter <?/June 24»i673.^yA/Xhrift»Kirkby. 
SIR, 

YO U doubtlefi know , how much this City is famed 
for its numerous and convenient Granaries, it being 
the Repofitory of all forts of grain, the fruitful Kingdom of 
Poland affords* In thofe Granaries are laid up chiefly Wheat 
and Rye in parcels , of 20, to 30 and 60 Lafts in one cham- 
ber, according to its largenefs, and the dryneis of the Corn * 
whichthey turnover 3, 4, 5, 6 times a week, as need re- 
quires to keep it fweet,and fit for (hipping. Now it hapned, 
that about the latter end of March and April laft we had 
much and violent Thunder and Lightning, which had this 
unhappy effeft upon all the parcels of Wheat and Rye of the 
laft years growth, that, though over-night they were dry, 
fweet, and fit for (hipping , the next morning they had loft: 
all thefe good qualities , and were become clammy and 
(linking, and confequently unfit to be ftup't away for th£ 
prefent : So that the Owners, if they would not loofe theii! 
grain, were forced to caufe it to be turn d over two or three 
times a day, and yet it required fix weeks, if aot longer, 
before it was recover'd. 

This is a thing, which often happens to Corn that hath 
not lain in the Granary a whole year, or not fwet thorough- 
ly io the ftraw before it be thrafh'd out. An accident little 
noted, yet in my judgment worth the inquiring into- For, 
though the Alterations, caufed by Thunder in Liquors, be 
taken notice of, and probable reafons given for them } yet I 
judge this fomewhat more abftrufe^and therefore more worth 
while to be confider'd* A 
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A Relation of an un- common Cafe in Vhyjic^ communicated by 
the fame from Dantzick in a Letter of March 18. 
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SIR, 

Canoot omit acquainting you with an odd Aecident,late- 
_ ly come to my knowledge. A Minifter of about j-o years 
of age, being much iodifpofed, and often relapfing into a di- 
ftemper accompanied with vomiting and purging, his Phyfi- 
tian, when I had the opportunity of fpeaking with him about 
it, told me, that he was perfuaded, that his cure was ob- 
ftrufted by the Patient's being obliged to ftudy : For wheo 
by the help of the medicines, prefcribed to and ufed by him, 
he was brought to a confiderable degree of recovery , his 
ftudying and preaching made him conftantly relapfe. This 
appearing to me fome-what ftrange, that ftudy and difcour- 
fing fhould caft a man into fuch violent diftcmpers , and the 
reafons, given by the Doftor for it, not prevailing with me, 
he one day furprifed me by relating whathimfelf had fecn, 
giving the faid Minifter a vifit, which might confirm his con- 
jecture concerning the Spirits being drawn away from the fto- 
mach, and leaving the digeftive power languid 5 which was, 
That the Preacher falling into a relapfe after a Sermon 
preached by him, and Vomits comming ftrongly upon him, 
he caft out, amongft other matter, feveral pieces, fome as 
large as the end of a Mans finger, fome lefs, of a fubftance, 
to the touch and eye perfe&ly rcfembling Tallow ; four pieces 
whereof weighed half an ounce* What may be inferred 
hence for the do&rine of Conco&ion, I muft leave to others 
to con fid er* 
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
